Anaheim and Its Surroundings— Then and Now, 


Erom the Southern Californian of June 27th. 
It is almost impossible for one to 
take in the extent of the settlement of 
which Anaheim is the center by the 
ordinary hurried visits of the corres­ 
pondent or tourist. 
Not quite six 
years ago the traveler, after leaving 
the settlement of Los Nietos (then, 
too, in its infancy), passed over an 
immense 
uninhabited 
plain 
and 
through a dense undergrowth of mus­ 
tard and malva, seeing 110 sign of civ­ 
ilization until he had arrived at the 
oasis created by a German family, de­ 
voted to the cultivation of the wine- 
grapo and known as Anaheim. 
At 
that time the voting precinct included 
within its area five government town­ 
ships of land, with hardly fifty voters. 
Then there was 110 settlement east of 
the Santa Ana river from the Yorbas 
at the mouth of the cañón to the Refu­ 
gio ranch, near the sea. In only six 
years’ time—and «luring those six 
years unexampled in the memory of 
the oldest citizen as years of drouth— 
a most marvelous revolution has been 
effected. 
In a solid block around 
Anaheim, twenty thousand acres of 
land have been sold in small tracts 
ranging from twenty to one hundred 
and sixty acres each, and at least 
three-fourths of this acreage has been 
placed under annual cultivation. The 
voting population of the precinct has 
increased from the small number men­ 
tioned above, until it is tallied by 
hundreds, and that, too, after making 
much smaller the exterior limits of 
the precinct. On the east side of the 
river there have been started three 
settlements—those of Orange, Santa 
Ana and Tustin City, each of which is 
growing with unexampled rapidity. 
Probably, however, a better idea of the 
increase in population and wealth can 
he given by a reference to the exports 
of last year from Anaheim Landing. 
The year was extremely disastrous to 
the farmer. 
\V ith but a scant fall of 
rain, late Spring frosts united to ren­ 
der futile his labors. 
Notwithstand­ 
ing this, the number of tons of grain 
shipped from Anaheim Landing was 
fifty per cent, of the entire crop of this 
county and that of San Bernardino. 
This year it will largely exceed that 
figure, there being a much larger area 
seeded and the yield being fully up to 
the capacity of the land. 
We doubt if 
there is afforded in the history of any 
other newly settled locality an in­ 
stance of such steady and constant 
growth as has been afibrded by this 
section, and we believe that this is duo 
to its unrivalled natural advantages 
more than to any other cause. 


Mui. M. J. Wicks came through di­ 
rect from Memphis to this point. Ac­ 
companying him is a little grandson, 
who seems to be rather frail. lie has 
on'y been here about a week, yet our 
splendid climate is already beginning 
its magical work upon him. The roses 
are forming on his cheeks, his eyesare 
growing brighter and his step more 
elastic. 
He goes from morning till 
night, taking great interest in the 
swallows and “ wabbits,” and when 
night comes he lays his little body 
d o wn and enjoys in all its fullness 
“ Nature's sweet restorer,balmy sleep;” 
for the nights are just as cool and re­ 
freshing for slumber as the days are 
temperate and inviting for play. 
There is no place like Southern Cali­ 
fornia for children.—[Wilmington E n­ 
terprise. 


Intense excitement prevailed in Vi­ 
salia June 22(1, on account of reported 
discoveries of fabulous wealth in the 
Mineral King district, sixty miles east 
of that place. Returns of an assay of 
the croppings made by John J. Valen­

LETTER FROM SAN LUIS OBISPO. 


A H u g e E s ta te — M ilk - « ir o n in g a n d 
l l u t t e r .M a k in g —T h e R a n c h o s . 


Somewhere, about thirteen 
years 
ago, upon Puenta Reyes, in Marin 
county, three brothers engaged in the 
occupation of dairying. By many it 
was considered an uphill business, but 
as time rolled along the name of the 
brothers became 
common 
among 
the moneyed men of the country. 
The fickle goddess smiled steadfastly 
upon them; gradually, almost imper­ 
ceptibly, the power began to exceed 
the weight, and about tho year 18G4 
the name of Steele Bros. Hashed upon 
the markets of San Francisco as one 
of the most successful dairy firms of 
the Pacific slope. 
About this time 
one of the brothers was called upon 
by tho people to fill the position of 
County Judge; and for four years the 
name of Hon. George Steele was syn- 
onomous 
witli the quintessence of 
honor and legal discrimination. In 
the year I860 the interests of the 
brothers in Marin county were dis- 
pos.il of, anil the firm im m ediatii/ 
turned their attention to Southern 
California—a region which was just 
beginning to attract the attention of 
settlers and assume a prominent posi­ 
tion among the list of “ El Dorados” 
of the Pacific slope. After a careful 
examination of the ranchos “Coral de 
Piedra,” “ Pismo” and “ Bolsa de Cha- 
misul,” situated in this county and 
aggregating something more than 
forty thousand acres, were purchased 
by the brothers anil one of the most 
Herculean tasks of the kind that lias 
ever been undertaken was inaugu­ 
rated. Success lias attended them in 
almost every venture,and to-day there 
is scarcely a market in the world 
where dairy produce is sold but is fa­ 
miliar with the name of Steele Bros. 
During the residence of Judge Steele 
in San Rafael the writer made his ac­ 
quaintance, and sitting to-day in the 
ranch-house, enjoying his hospitality, 
I can hardly realize that nearly one- 
fourth of the years commonly allotted 
to man has so quietly passed away. 
T H E RANCHES 
Lie in the San Luis Obispo Valley, 
about five 
miles east of the town 
of San Luis Obispo, and embrace one 
of the most fertile agricultural dis­ 
tricts in the State. The soil is rich, 
well-wooded and watered. Numerous 
large streams, flowing out of the 
mountains, meander the valley from 
northwest to southeast, rendering ir­ 
rigation, unless in an exceedingly dry 
year, entirely unnecessary. Fruits <>f 
various kinds flourish finely, and in 
the more sheltered localities oranges 
are being successfully grown. In a 
few years I have no «ioubt the valley 
will he second to none in the produc­ 
tion of most of the semi-tropical fruits. 


MANAGEMENT OF T H E IIUG E ESTATE. 
Almost the first thought occurring 
to the visitor is, can this immense 
tract of land be profitably handled ? 
This was the question I asked myself, 
and after a careful examination la m 
compelled to answer in the affirma­ 
tive. The most perfect order and 
precision is noticeable in the most mi­ 
nute details, and a strict double-entry 
account kept of every transaction a 
young man being employed for this 
purpose.

There 
are upwards of one hundred and fifty 
miles of fence, and the value of the 
buildings may be safely estimated to 
be worth twenty thousand dollars. Of 
course there is a considerable amount 
of lumber required to keep the fences 
and buildings in repair, and for this 
purpose $3,000 were expended during 
the past year. Notwithstanding, the 
enterprise has proven 
financially a 
success, beyond the most sanguine ex­ 
pectations of its progenitors. The care 
and anxiety consequent upon the con­ 
stantly increasing 
business of the 
ranch, has induced the owners to offer 
for sale a considerable portion. W ith 
this object in view, the entire tract 
lias been subdivided, and is now of­ 
fered for sale at prices varying from 
one dollar and tweuty-five cents to 


seventy-five dollars per acre, and sucli 
terms as cannot fail to induce a speedy 
settlement of nearly the entire tract. 
I had intended to say something of tho 
White Sulphur Springs, the new town 
of Arroyo Grande, Strawberry Beach, 
etc., but will be compelled to reserve 
it until my n e x t for the 
H e r a l d .

We clip the following from a le ttir 
written by Col. Hodge, of the Santa 
Barbara rress party, and published 
in the Detroit (Michigan) Union: 
I have taken time to look at and 
around Los Angeles from every direc­ 
tion. To the west of the city, and 
within its limits are some fine rolling 
hills, with valleys between, known as 
the 
“ BEAUDRY TERRACE,” 
Owned by P. Beaudry, Esq.. compris­ 
ing some 1,500 acres. 
From these 
hills, or “Terrace,” a fine view is had 
of tlie city, with its numerous orange 
and lemon groves, and vineyards ex­ 
tending for many miles up and down 
the valley. But the finest panoramic 
view, I think, is from the “Mesa” 
(tableland) one mile east of the city 
and east of the Los Angeles river, near 
tlie residence of Win. H. Workman, 
Esq. From the “Mesa” a view is had 
011 a clear day, like tho present, of tho 
Sierra Machó range of mountains ex­ 
tending for forty miles to the east, 
and 011 the north side of San Gabriel 
Valley; thence looking northwest a 
view is had of “Cahuengu (pronounced 
Cowanga) Mountains” for a like dis­ 
tance; to the west of the City of Los 
Angeles, extending for miles north 
and south, 
engirt 
with 
beautiful 
groves of oranges, lemons, limes, al­ 
monds, English walnuts and other 
fruits, with numerous and extensive 
vineyards. A more distant view to 
the west to the left of the “ Beaudry 
Terrace” ami fourteen miles distant is 
the Pacific in plain view and the site 
of the future city of “Truxton.” To 
the southwest is San Pedro Bay and 
Wilmington twenty-one miles distant, 
which is the seaport of Los Angeles, 
while away to the south and southeast 
extends the beautiful valley of the 
Los Angeles and Lower San Gabriel 
rivers to Anaheim, Gospel Swamp, 
and other fine growing towns and vil­ 
lages. To be appreciated fully the 
river must be seen, and 110 person can 
portray it in ail its beauty and grand­ 
eur. 
We are indebted to Mr. Work­ 
man for his calling our attention to 
this fine view and for his open and 
noble generosity while at his pleasant 
home.

county, at Livermore, and Pleasanton 
in Alameda county, and in Colusa 
county. This is the first black stone 
day the advocates of No License have 
met. The defeat in San Jose was as 
overwhelming as unexpected. 
A de­ 
cisive victory was anticipated, and a 
telling overthrow came in its stead. 
The successes of the License party 011 
t he outside have encouraged the liquor 
advocates of San Francisco, and they 
are m aking renewed efforts with good 
prospects of carrying the day when 
tlie battle comes off there. 


A t a recent election held in Prussia, 
it was discovered that m any business 
men and good citizens neither voted 
nor attended the election. 
The num ­ 
ber remaining away was so marked 
that it attracted the attention of the 
Government, and the result is the ap­ 
pointment of a committee to inquire 
into the expediency of a compulsory 
voting law. 
It is probable th at in a 
short time every man entitled to vote 
in Prussia will be compelled to d o so 
or pay a fine. 
This is the kind of a 
law we need In every State in the 
Union. 
Until men are compelled to 
vote, as they are compelled to pay poll 
tax, a large proportion of our best cit­ 
izens will rem ain away from the polls. 


Prompt Action Necessary. 


From an unofficial source we hear 
that it is the purpose of th e Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company to com­ 
plete the road from Bakersfield to Tc- 
hatehepi Pass as soon as possible. 
If 
this information is correct, it contra­ 
dicts that published a few days ago, to 
the effect that the company would 
cease building the road for this year 
with the completion of the section that 
extended the track to Bakersfield. But 
there is reason to believe th at they in­ 
tend to finish the road to the extrem e 
upper end of the valley. 
By so doing 
they expect to cut off and secure the 
bullion and other freight trade of Jnyo 
county, which now passes through 
this city. 
It is claimed that if the 
road is extended on the eastern end of 
the Pass, which is in the neighbor­ 
hood of forty miles south of Bakers­ 
field, the owners of mines in Inyo 
county will find it cheaper to deliver 
their bullion at the end of the track 
than to haul it to the road at San Fer­ 
nando. The actual transportation by 
team s will be shorter if taken to the 
railroad, but it is doubtful if the 
freight charges from the mines to San 
Francisco Mill be as low as by the 
present route. 
It is not worth-while, 
however, to discuss this point now. 
The railroad company have it in their 
power to m ake the charges from the 
end of the track to San Francisco very 
light, and they will undoubtedly do 
so until they have succeeded in secur­ 
ing the trad£. 
Our chief object in re­ 
verting to the m atter is to call the at­ 
tention of the people of this city and 
valley to the fact th at the Inyo county 
freighting business is likely to slip 
from their grasp, and to urge upon 
them the importance of checkm ating 
this move on the part of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company by im m e­ 
diate and decisive action on the prop­ 
osition to build the Los Angeles and 
Independence wooden railroad. W ith 
that road wc will secure all this trade; 
without the road we shall most cer­ 
tainly lose it. 


No Grasshoppers. 


From time to tim e rumors have 
been set afloat th at grasshoppers had 
made their appearance in first one and 
then another section of this valley, 
and were doing considerable damage 
to the corn and other vegetables. 
W e 
have made inquiries of farmers from 
all parts of the valley, and the result 
of our investigation is th at these de­ 
structive pests have not made their 
appearance in numbers to do damage 
in any part of the valley. 
On some of 
the hilly lands there are a good m any 
grasshoppers, but these spots are not 
cultivated, and they are doing no in­ 
jury. 
They will soon deposit their 
eggs in the same soil from which they 
themselves were hatched, and then 
they will die. 
In this connection we 
m ay rem ark th at the farmers of this 
valley need be under 110 apprehension 
that they Mill ever be troubled with 
grasshoppers or any other insect that 
deposits its eggs in the ground and de­ 
pends on the heat th at is only found 
in hard, dry soil for the hatching. The 
surface of the valley proper is too 
dam p to hatch the larvre of grass­ 
hoppers, and if it was not, the irriga­ 
tion constantly going on would des­ 
troy the egg. Instinctively the insect 
seeks the high, dry ground to deposit 
its eggs, and there they hatch and 
there the 
young grasshopper first 
makes its ajipearance. 
So long as it 
can find a meagre subsistance, it lives 
out its little life in the immediate vi­ 
cinity of its birthplace. 
If necessity 
forces it into the valley it deposits its 
eggs where they never hatch,then dies, 
and the family of that grasshopper be­ 
comes extinct. 


School House Lots. 


It M as an oversight on the part of 
those in power in this city th at they 
did not purchase sites for public school 
houses at a tim e w hen real estate 
m ight be had for a great deal less 
money than now. 
I t is to be regret­ 
ted that this most im portant m atter 
was not attended to some years ago, 
but as real estate will never be lower 
than at present, it should receive im ­ 
mediate attention.by the purchase of 
a num ber of lots in those portions of 
the city M'here it is reasonable to sup­ 
pose school houses will be needed in a 
short time. 
To secure these localities 
now M ill be a saving to the tax-payers. 
The Eighth-street school house stands 
on private property. 
The Alameda- 
street school house stands also on pri­ 
vate property. Both these buildings 
are poor structures and unfit for school 
rooms. 
These two school buildings 
and the San Pedro-street school house 
are not inclosed. 
At the rate our city 
is increasing in population we shall 
M’ant half-a-dozen new school houses 
in a short time, and we m ust have 
land to build on. 
If lots were pur­ 
chased now they could be inclosed and 
planted in trees which M'ould be com­ 
ing forward, and when the school 
houses Mere required, we should have 
pleasant groves in which to build. 
The city owns a block of land in the 
western suburbs which is unimproved 
and from present appearances never 


M ill be. 
A school house is needed out 
there. 
W hy not set off a portion of 
this block for the purpose and improve 
it at once ? 


I n one of th e upper counties a lady 
eloped w ith a lover w hile h e r husband 
was in d u lg in g in a bath.

A careful reading of the 
sta te m e n t inclines one to the opinion 
th a t if the lady loved cleanliness she 
was justifiable in leaving on th e first 
opportunity th a t presented itself d u r­ 
ing such a long period. 


Tonnage Monopolists. 


Last year certain heavy w heat deal­ 
ers of San Francisco attem pted and 
really succeeded in securing a monop­ 
oly of the wheat ships in the port of 
San Francisco, and those to arrive 
within two m onths after the begin­ 
ning of harvest. 
Tonnage to Liver­ 
pool was held at £5 and upu*ard, but 
the farmers beat the gam e by holding 
back their wheat—thus monopolizing 
the w heat m arket and leaving the 
tonnage monopoly's ships 
floating 
idly in the bay. The struggle went 
on for some weeks and at last tonnage 
began co drop a few pence, then a few 
shillings and finally the rates reached 
a figure at which shipping could be 
done without loss to those Mho paid a 
fair price for their wheat. 
The ton­ 
nage monopoly of last year was fairly 
beaten, and Deaton, too, by the sturdy 
honest old farmers. 
The lesson was a 
salutary one to the old dealers of Pan 
Francisco. 
They acknowledge defeat 
and do not care to make another trial of 
strength. 
It is rumored th at a new 
firm—M o r g a n & S o n s —have char­ 
tered some seventy vessels with a to­ 
tal carrying c ipaclty of 100,000 tons, 
at rates varying from £4 to £4 10s. 
This firm gives out the rum or that 
that they are to be the shipping agents 
for the wheat sold by the farmers here. 
This is hardly true and has more the 
appearance of a ruse to enable them 
to secure the unengaged tonnage that 
m ay come into port during the freight­ 
ing season. 
The farmers will look 
after the schemes of all self-assumed 
agents. They have liad sufficient ex­ 
perience to detect the real from the 
assumed friend. 
M o r g a n 
& 
S o n s 
may be all right, but their figures are 
high and they M ill bear M atching. 


Newspaper Representation. 


Abroad, the new spaper is the true 
index to the to w n in w h ich it is pub­ 
lished.' I t is a correct p a n o ra m a of 
its business prosperity or its Sleepy 
H ollow drowsiness. 
I t gives the p ho ­ 
tograph of the people it represents as 
truthfu lly and accurately as th e m a ­ 
chine M’hich “ could not lie.” 
Its col­ 
um ns tell of business com petition, 
active trade, large stocks, handsom e 
stores and live m en, or th ey tell of 
sm all, dingy stores, filled M’lth odds 
and ends th a t nobody know s of and 
nobody w ants, of sm all trade and no 
prosperity, of g eneral stag nation and 
universal dullness, of old, 
tum b le­ 
down buildings, of no enterprise, of a 
trade w ith o u t prosperity and a com 
m u n ity w ith o u t v itality . 
One or the 
o th e ro f these pictures isclearly lim ned 
to the eye of the general reader on 
glancing over th e colum ns of a new s­ 
paper, though he is a thousand miles 
aw ay from and never saw the tow n in 
M’hich it is published. 
The paper well 
filled w ith live business advertise 
m ents is a sure indication th a t it. rep­ 
resents a thriving, prosperous town, 
inhabited by active, energetic citizens 
M’ho invite com petition and are not 
asham ed of th e ir tow n or th eir busi­ 
ness, or it tells of a dull, u n in v itin g 
place, M’itho ut trade or v itality , M’here 
strangers seldom go an d ahvays leave 
as soon as possible. 
The verdict ren ­ 
dered for or again st a tow n on th e a p ­ 
pearance of its new spapers is more 
general th a n people are a p t to im agine, 
and from this verdict it is as hard to 
obtain an appeal as to eradicate first 
impressions. 


A t their meeting in June last the

Robt. Lowe, Member for 
the University of London, said the 
establishment of a local Irish Gov­ 
ernment Mould involve the necessity 
of similar bodies in Scotland and E ng­ 
land, and the result would be constant 
disputes and difficulties. 
Disraeli M as unable to agree th at 
Ireland had no more right to self-gov­ 
ernm ent than Scotland or England, 
demonstrated the groundlessness of 
the complaint th a t the Irishm en were 
not appointed to high offices under the 
Government, and denied th at Ireland 
Mas treated as a conquered country. 
He said that two separate Parliam ents 
Mould be constantly in collision.

Thought* lor Sunday Meditation. 


“ Take therefore no thought for the m orrow.” 
—Ma t h. VI, 31. 
There are certain laws that obtain 
in all the various m atter of life, which 
affords an orderly and true basis for 
our co-operation w ith the Lord’s di­ 
vine providence in the allotment and 
enjoym ent of all its goods. 
And their 
observance underlies all real success 
and happiness in the practical daily 
life. W hen Christ uttered these words 
he only reiterated a law of life which 
had been known and acted upon by 
the good and great, in all previous 
ages of the world’s history—as when 
he gave the Golden Rule, “ Do unto 
others as you would that others should 
do unto you.” 
lie referred to the law 
of action and reaction—a law which is 
as immovably fixed as the pillars of 
Heaven: 
“ For the measure you meet 
shall be measured to you again.” 
These are laws of life which we must 
learn if we m ake life a success. 
The art of throw ing our whole life 
into the present moment, both in its 
natural and in its spiritual outgoings 
is oneof the craving accomplishments 
of the culture which the Lord gives us 
for the heavenly life. 
It is an art in 
which the angels excel, and which 
renders their life more useful, con­ 
tented and happy than we, poor, care­ 
worn, anxious, idly-dreaming mortals 
can conceive. They have the whole 
of their life to give to present uses and 
present enjoyments, without having 
its noble energies frittered away on 
the endless expanse of the past or fu­ 
ture. 
And they get it by the divine 
and heavenly art of concentration of 
power, which we so nearly lose by our 
absurd and unwise diffusiveness of 
thoughts, love and action. 
It is ’his 
art of concentration th a t we need so 
much to learn; th at we m ust learn 
before our life can be saved for any 
good and use, in earth or Heaven. 
W e have lcssonscnough from which 
we may learn it if we will. 
The Lord 
has . tilled the world as well as H is 
word with these lessons. 
Every pas­ 
sage of Scripture which urges to con­ 
fide in God, every m om ent while we 
are engaged in the duties of the mo­ 
ment, as well as the practical illustra­ 
tions in everyday life, whose import 
we cannot m istake, are lessons on this 
subject. 
The sciences are bringing this great 
law of life more forcibly to view every 
day we live. The gain of savior by 
concentration, and its loss by diffu­ 
sion, is one of the laws of natural or­ 
der which is obvious to every th in k ­ 
ing mind. 
It is the great aim of 
nearly all natural 
appliances to so 
concentrate the forces they deal with, 
th at from diffuse and aimless action 
they shall be brought down to operate 
at a single point and to a single pur­ 
pose. 
To catch and cage wild and unguid­ 
ed forces, and bring them down to the 
most perfect singleness and effective­ 
ness is the clim ax of their excellence. 
The steam-engine is but a machine 
for bringing the 
greatest practical 
amount of forces, lying in an indefi­ 
nite and inert form in fuel and water, 
pointedly to bear upon a single point, 
by which motion is effected. 
The electric battery w ith the like 
forces of electricity. 
The telescope 
performs its wonders in the revelation 
of the secrets of distant worlds, by sim­ 
ply catching a few diffused rays of 
their light and concentrating them be­ 
fore our eye. The burning-glass simi­ 
larly focalizes the rays of heat. This 
whole world is a focnlizer, condensing 
the rays of the sun by the power of the 
atmosphere, transforming them from 
the cold, ineffective tiling that they 
are in void space, into the great won­ 
der-working power of the earth. The 
sun is a localizer on a vaster, grander 
scale, in whose vortex of fiery activity 
absolutely inconceivable in its inten­ 
sity, are, as it were, precipitated from 
invisible im m aterial 
elements the 
whole corporeal structure of Nature. 
The action of the 
hum an intel­ 
lect shows the same law. The art of 
focalizing its powers upon tlio exact 
point of the present thought is the se­ 
cret of its success. A m ind th a t has 
not learned this art,—whose thoughts 
go careering wildly wherever their 
fancy strikes—never comes to any­ 
thing. 
It fritters itself aw ay on aim ­ 
less flashes, brilliant, perhaps, but use­ 
less. 
Many a meteor-like mind has 
shot across the mental horizon of this 
world and gone into oblivion, simply 
because it had never learned to con­ 
centrate its powers and hold them to a 
purpose until it was accomplished. 
The great object of education is at­ 
tained when the mind bus learned to 
concentrate successfully. 
In the practical business affairs of 
life the same law holds good; concen­ 
trated effort brings success; failure 
comes with diffusion the world over. 
Yet as im portant as these laws are, 
there is nothing, probably, less under­ 
stood and carried out in the conduct of 
human affairs in everyday JJ e. 
It is 
true we say a great deal about them, 
and m ight be supposed to value them 
highly, and be esteemed to be duly 
impressed with the importance of doing 
our duty to-day and trusting to the 
Lord for the rest. 
But if we were to 
be judged by out feelings and actions, 
we would seem to be more impressed 
with the past or the future than the 
present. 
We do not mean to bring all 


the burdens of the future into tlie 
liresent to disturb the business and the 
joys of the moment; neither do we 
really think it unsafe to trust God 
with the Issues of life, while we do its 
passing duties and enjoy its present 
pleasures. 
And yet the* attitude we 
often place ourselves in looks as if we 
do, and it mars our usefulness and hap­ 
piness as much as if we really dis­ 
trusted God. There is un am ount of 
anxious care and apprehension for the 
future in the life or all of us that is 
both very absurd and wrong and very 
disastrous to our daily duties and joys. 
In spite of our philosophy, thought 
will anxiously wander forward some­ 
times and depict the future in dark 
colors, and then we slacken our hands 
and consider w hat we shall do about it, 
a till when we do so we lessen t lie en­ 
joym ent of both tlie present and the 
future. 
The Lord forbids the thouglit’csn- 
cerning t lie evil that to-morrow may 
bring, which thought begets solicitude 
and anxiety, lest we should be undone 
by it and be filled with care and pains 
to ward it off'. 
All thought th at de­ 
tracts from a presentcertainty to waste 
on a future uncertainty, is w hat is con­ 
demned and prohibited. T hat provision 
for the future, which we m ay m ake 
by doing more earnestly and faith­ 
fully the duties of the present, is not 
here forbidden; for th at is right and 
true, and is the proper order by which 
all life is provided for. All th a t is to 
come is to be the result of w hat we 
make eacli present 
m om ent as it 
comes; so th a t 
to-morrow is best 
thought for in its relations w ith to­ 
day. 
And every thought causing 
anxious care for what it m ay bring, 
only imperils the good th a t m ay be 
stored up for it by a better attention 
to to-day. I t is the most absurd tiling 
that we can do to attem pt to provide 
for the good of to-morrow by m arring 
tlie good of to-day in order to do it—to 
think th a t we can be more successful 
to-morrow by being less so to-day. 
Who would think of preparing for an 
occasion th at would require our great­ 
est physical health and strength by 
starving and depleting the body and 
even 
neglecting 
to take exercise, 
through dread of the trial to come? 
Yet this is exactly w hat we do when 
we are troubled about to-morrow. W e 
grow mentally and spiritually wan 
and feeble by it. Trustful, hopeful 
thought for to-morrow, such as will 
lead us in cheerfulness to m ake the 
best provision for it th at the means 
which Providence has given us will 
permit, will enable us always to make 
it a good tiling; and the Lord permits 
this at all times. 
And He lias placed 
a thousand considerations before us to 
encourage this. 
B ut this is very dif­ 
ferent from the paralyzing thought of 
the evil that m ay be to-morrow, to 
think and provide for tlie good that 
may be stored up for it by the best 
use of the day. This distinction will 
always save us from confounding the 
two ideas, and running into th at evil 
of indolence and improvidence for the 
future which has had so much relig­ 
ious mendacity. 
That is just as much 
a violation of the injunction before us 
as to have anxious care for the future. 
There is no such tilingas confiding the 
future to the Lord unless the present 
means—-the duties of this m om ent— 
are used to secure it. 
No one will boast of his trust in 
God for food and clothing to-morrow 
who neglects food anil clothing to­ 
day; nor that H e would preserve him 
from sickness to-morrow if the condi­ 
tions of life and health were not ob­ 
served to-day. 
It is in the faithful 
use of the present means th at we have 
security for the future. If this rule 
be followed, w hat need is there for 
anxious care for the future. Those 
who look forward to the future possi­ 
bility of evil to their spiritual life are 
paralyzing all the energy and joy of a 
life of piety. 
There is energy and jov in a life 
stimulated by love. 
B ut slavish and 
miserable is th at life th at is whipped 
to duty through fear of hell fire. 
If we were only content to let the 
endeavor of each day, each hour, and 
each m om ent meet its own responsi­ 
bilities and rewards, and not burden 
ourselves down with the weight of the 
future—fearing th at we cannot hold 
out under the continual strain of the 
resistance of besetting evils, and that 
we m ay som eday yield totlieir power, 
how much brighter would the sun 
shine on the path of life. The Lord 
wishes to inculcate upon our minds 
the importance of concentrating all 
our energies in the resistance of evil 
now—the present moment. 
“Suffi­ 
cient unto the day is the evil thereof.” 
One other thought is presented in 
this text. Just imagine the great mass 
of wrecked and useless resolutions 
and purposes th at strew the records of 
hum an hearts, more sad than those 
th at strew the bottom of the devour­ 
ing sea. A great majority of these is 
the result of attem pting to anticipate 
the future, to be good and true in the 
future instead of now. 
These resolu­ 
tions arc often very goqd and correctly 
entered into, and useful as a kind of 
chart for future life. But the endeavor 
to lay up a great store of these pur­ 
poses to last all the time, by one in­ 
stantaneous spasmodic effort lias al­ 
ways proved a failure. This is after 
the old style of “getting religion,” get­ 
ting it once for all eternity; as if we 
were to get our supply of food for all 
tim e—we cannot keep it. 
Religion is 
like manna, it m ust be gathered each 
day. The whole duties of life is done 
in attending to the duties of the mo­ 
ment.
